As evidence of his clalm that 
something queer Is happening to 
Europe's climate, Ahilmann 
pointed the well-chewed stem of 
hts corn-cob pipe to the still leat- 
lnden trees outside his window.

“But this year's 
phenomenal autumn 3s nothing 
to what hos been happening 
further north. 


“My assistant scientists lve 
for five months every year on 
the Stor glacicr high in the Lap- 
Jand mountains. Their measure- 
ments provo that its ice has been 
melting much faster in summer 
than it has formed in winter. 
The glacier hns lost nearly 40 
feet in thickness ond 300 yards 
of length. 


The Glaciers 


Tecland melting glaciers are 
exposing Iond that has been 
covered with {ce for 600 years, 
So much ice has disappeared in 
Greenland that the whole land- 
scape has changed. Excavations: 
in the newly thawed earth there 
have revealed wonderfully pre- 
served clothes of carly Norseman 
settlers.

The posstbility that warmth- 
loving crops like maize may be 
krown in Britain on oa big scale, 
as baricy is now being grown in 
Iceland following ‘the warm-up, 
is being discussed by agricultur- 
alists, 


A Freak 


HE views of those elderly folk 

who, In spite of official dent- 

1 als, have persistently pointed 

out that winters were much 

colder when they were young 
are completely vindicated. 


“Hard winters are delinitely 
much less frequent than they 
were," says Ahlmann. “The 
1946-7 winter was ao freak out- 
side the general climatic trend. 
It happened to be the coldest re- 
corded In Britain, but it was 
easily the warmest ever known 
in Greenland.” 


As witness No. 2 I call breezy 
DR. BO EKLUND, of the Swe- 
dish Forest Research Institute. 
By means of an tngenious elec- 
tricn] machine he hus coliected 
information about the growth of 
Pine trees which strongly sup- 
ports Ahimann’s evidence. 


1 saw this machine In action. 
From a silver of wood, bored out 
of ao living pine, it determines 
the tree’s age by counting the 
number of annual growth rings. 
Then by measuring the width of 
thes: rings It 
records what 
the rate of 
growth has

Says Eklund 
“In general 
the milder the 
year the

when we find that oa’ wide 
srowth-ring 1s put-on during a 
particular. year by several 
sample trees growing in a forest 
we can infer that the weather 
In that year was mild. a 


“Our records show there has 
been a more or less progressive 
tnerease in the thickness of the 
rings laid down during recent 
years.” 


Forest surveys in Northern 
Sweden have revealed that land 
which was bare 16 years: ago is 
now being invaded by birch and 
willows.

Cotton 
production during the previous 
ten years averaged 13,306,000 
bales. 

Estimates by officials indicate 
that this year’s crop will add 
another 3,000,000 bales to Ame- 
ricn’s stocks of surplus colton. 
Cotton reserves are expected to 
be in the neighbourhood of 
8,000,000 bales when next yrar'r 
erop comes in.—United Press.
